S$hires and Burghs, are. holdento give their preſence in 
Parliament, and to attend the Diets thereof, undcr 
certain Pains and Penalties ; Therefore Their Maje- 
ſties; with the Advice and Conlent of the Eſtates of 
Parliament, Do Ordain, and Require, ali Noblemen, 
and Corfimiſſioners for Shires and Burghs, who are 
tblent-from the Parhament, to Repair to this Town, 
betwixt and the third Day of July nexe, andto artend 
the Dicts of Parliament, and not to be ablent there- 
from, without leave from His Majeſties Commilſior er; 
Certifying ſuch as ſhall not give Obedience, . thac thzy 
ſhall nor only be Impriſoned, and lyable co the Fines 
Jmpoſed by Ads of Parliament, for Abſence; but they 
ſhall alſo be holden as Difafteed tothe Government, 
and proceeded againſt accordingly : And grants W ar- 
rand to Heraulds, Macers, or Purſevants, to paſs ts the 
Metrcat-Crofs of Edinburgh, and to make Publicati- 
on hereof, that none may pretend [gnorances Ex
